Washington, D. C., Feb. 22.—[{Special.]—As 
the result of a series of conferences held to- 
night and this afternoon republican leaders 
have determined upon a last offer of com- 
promise for the purpose of settling the state- 


‘hood fight and allowing the treaties and ap- 


propriation bills to get through the senate. 

The general basis of compromise has al- 
ready been outlined, but it has now reached 
so definite a stage that Senator Spooner has 
already drawn up an enaWiling act, which will 
be submitted to both republicans and demo- 
crats tomorrow. It provides in brief that 
Oklahoma shall be admitted as a state now, 
and that Indian territory shall be added to 
it after three years. It is further arranged 
that Arizona and New Mexico shall be ad- 
mitted as one state now and shall be broken 
into two states later on when a certain limit 
of population is reached. 

This compromise is not entirely satints 
to either the democrats or republicans among 
the rank and file of the senate. It would be 
accepted, however, by Senator Quay him- 
self and by several of the republican bolters 
who are acting with him, and by a few of the 
democratic allies. The plan does not meet 
the views of Senators Nelson, Beveridge, and 
other members of the committee on terri- 
tories. It is urged strongly by friends of the 
Panama canal, who see that in no other way 
can they get the treaty ratified at this session 
of congress. Senator Mason has already 
given notice that he will call up the post- 
office appropriation bill with its statehood 
ridef the first thing tomorrow morning. 

If there is a chance of the compromise 
going through he will not call up the biil 
until toward evening, and may delay even 
until Tuesday or Wednesday ifi the hope of 


securing an agreement. The Panama canal 
treaty cannot be acted upon until the state- 


hood bill is out of the way. The Cuban 
treaty is not likely to pass at this session 
at all, as there is every evidence that the 
original beet sugar senators, while ostensibly 
supporting the president, are secretiy doing 
everything they can to thwart him. An 
extra session of the senate is not by any 
means certain, but, on the other hand, it is 
well within the range of possibilities, 

Great difficulty is being experience in 
drawing up the proposed compromise, be- 
cause it is impossible for one congress to 
bind its successors.. When a territory is 
given statehood its sovereignty cannot be 
taken away from it by an act of congress, 
but as long asa territory remains outside the 
sisterhood of states it is absolutely under 


the. control of congress. Many senators 


therefore believe it will be impossible ih the 
enabling act for Oklahoma to provide any 
certainty of statehood for Indian territory. 
There is only one reason now why Indian 
territory should not be included with Okla- 
homa. This reason is entirely comprehended 
in the personal ambition of Dennis Flynn, 
the present republican delegate from Okla- 
homa. He wants to be elected to the senate, 
and believes that Oklahoma as it stands is 
republican by a scratch. He knows it will 
be solidly democratic if Indian territory is 
added toit. It is entirely to help Flynn that 
the latest compromise delays the union of 
the two northern territories until 1906. 
There are no Indian treaties which stand in 
the way of immediate statehood. Besides 


‘this difficulty it has been found that if Okla- 


homa is to be admitted now and Indian terri- 
tory tacked on after Dennis Flynn is elected 
to the senate, it will be necessary to provide 
that there be no definite location of a capital 
and state institutions until after both terri- 
tories are united. 
x

idea of future separation, a provision will 


have to be made there also for a temporary | 


capital and a division of agsets of the state 
on an equitable basis. The southwestern 
democratic senators are unfriendly to any 
agreement for only two states, no matter how 
elastic the plan may he. As a rule they 
prefer to stick out for four democratic com- 
monwealths. Besides this, Delegate Mark 
Smith and Gov. Murphy of Arizona both 


want to be senators. One of them would 


have to give way under the joint state ar- 

rangement, and after the first time New Mex- 

jco would elect both senators and Arizona 
would be out in the cold. 

If al] the different interests can be harmon- 


‘ized within the next day or two the statehood 


compromise can be passed under an iron- 
clad agreement on the part of the demo- 
crats and the Quay republicans that the 
Panama canal treaty, all appropriation bills, 
and several minor measures in which prom- 
inent senators are interested shall be passed. 
If the compromise fails the fight will begin 
immediately on the statehood rider to the 
postoffice bill. 

The republican leaders will allow. without 
hesitation any or all of the appropriation 
bills to fail sooner than to permit one to 
pass with such a revolutionary rider as the 
statehood bill. Old senators consider this 
issue much more important than that of 
statehood. They are prepared to talk the 


rider to death, whether there is an extra 
session or not. 


The president pro tempore 
will rule the statehood rider out of order 
because it is general legislation on an ap- 
propriation bill. From this Quay will take 
an appeal. There is no way to shut off de- 
bate on this appeal because the motion to 
lay on the table would dispose of the appeal 
itself, and thus the decision of the chair 
would{stand. It is a great technical ad- 


vantage for the republican leaders, 


It is believed Mr. Quay knows he cannot 


depend upon the democratic vote to over- 


rule the chair, and it was said tonight that

FIGHTING NEAR 
CITY OF MANILA. 


Gen. San Miguel’s Armed and 
Uniformed Forces Renew 
Efforts to Revive 
Insurrection. 


LADRONE BANDS ARE BUSY 


Native Troops Have Frequent 
Skirmishes with Bandit Fili- 
pinos in the Provinces 
Near the Capital. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

MANILA, Feb. 22.—The fighting with the 
numerous Wands of ladronés has come so 
close to Manila that yesterday eighty police 
from the city were sent into the field to assist 
the native constabulary. 

The ladfone bands are commanded by Gen. 
San Miguel, who aspires to revive the insur- 
rection. Prisoners claim he has five uni- 
formed companies of 120 men each, all armed 
with rifles, 

The zone of ladrone activity axtislls from 
Caloocan, four miles north of Manila, east- 
ward to the mountains of Rizal, and skirt- 
ing the northern limits of Manila. 

Secretary Winthgop, in the absence of Gov. 
Taft, requested Maj.,Gen. Davis to furnish 
additional scouts; and Gen. Davis has ordered 
another battalion of scouts to report to Gen. 
Allen. It is expected that additional troops 
will be ordered out. 


Fighting Close to Manila. 

San Miguel's force reappeared in Rizal 
province yesterday. They avoided an en- 
gagement with the main force in the south, 
but captured three small detachments of 
constabulary. The enemy surrounded the 
towns of Cainta and Taytay,’ eleven miles 
east of Manila, on Saturday and captured 
thirty scouts and ten men of the constabu- 
lary, whom they disarmed and set free. 

Today Inspector McIlwaine, at the head of 
ten constabulary, was surprised and cap- 
tured by 200 uniformed ladrones near Mont- 
alban, sixteen miles northeast of Manila. 
The ladrones promised to release them if 
the constabulary would surrender their arms. 
While they were conferring on this point 
McIlwaine made a dash for liberty, and he 


|and all the constabulary effected their es- 


Attacked by 300 Bolomen. 

A band of ladrones in Albay attacked an 
inspector and ten of the constabulary, killing 
two of the latter. They themselves lost twelve 
in addition to their leader, who Was wounded, 
and who was barely rescued by his followers, 
who carried him off ina hammock. The in- 
spector ultimately retreated. He reports that 
‘the band consisted of 800 bolomen. 


Reinforcements Sent Out. 


When the news of the reappearance of Gen. 
San Miguel's force reached Manila, reinforce- 


ried into Rizal province. Brig. Gen. Ailen 
and Col. Seott went to Antipolo and assumed 
command ofthe forces there. They met with 
small detachments of the enemy and a few 
skirmishes took place. ey were, however, 
unable to locate the main body of ladrones. 
Brig. Gen, Allen and Col. Scott are continu- 
ing the pursuit, and hope to overtake the re- 
leased prisoners. 

Gov. Taft will return tomorrow. It is gen- 
erally believed that every available scout and 
soldier should be used to decisively smash 
ladrones, whose aggressiveness is probably 
due to inflated ideas concerning their 
strength. The situation is not at all serious, 
but demands to be dealt with with severity,

BURROWING UNDER A DAM. 


Two Reservoirs at a Height of 200 Feet 
Are Emptied—Water Wrecks Prop- 


erty and Imperils Many Lives. 


Derby, Conn., Feb. 22.—{Special. }—The bur- 
rowing of muskrats under..the dam of the 
water works reservoir started a flood today 
which swept away three dams, destrbyed a 
bridge, and crushed a number of houses. No 
lives were lost, but a number of narrow es- 
capes are recorded.

U. S. MINISTER TO LIBERIA 
ACCUSED OF ATTEMPT TOKILL 


J. R. Crossland, Envoy to African Re- 
public, Under Charge of Shooting T. 


J. B. Faulkner. 

New York, Feb. 22.—[Special.J—J. R. 
Crossland, United States minister to Liberia, 
is accused of shooting and wounding T. J. B. 
Faulkner, an electrical engineer in the west 
African republic. As a result of the shoot- 
ing, it is asserted, all the envoys of other 
powers refuse to associate with Crossland. 

Details of the attack have been received 
here in a letter from Mr. Faulkner, who says: 

‘‘When Crossland came here he rented 
rooms in my house for the legation and 
boarded with me. He soon began to act 
toward my wife in an unbecoming manner. 
My wife resented his actions and informed 
me of the same. I spoke to Crossland and 
hé apologized profusely, I ordered him to 
leave my house. He wanted me to fight, and 
when I refused he drew a revolver and fired 
three shots at me, all taking effect."’ 

Faulkner was not seriously wounded. He 
says Crossland defies arrest by keeping in- 
side of the American legation. 

Crossland, who is a negro, was a campaign 
oratog of some note before his appointment.

Booker T. Washington Tells’ 

Brooklyn Audience Why 
He Is Ever Hopeful | 
for the Future. 


BLACK MAN HERE TO STAY! 


‘Must Work His Own Way Up ta 


Independence, but Is Entitled 
to Justice from the 
White Man, 


New York, Feb. | 
Washington, the acknowledged leader of the 
colored race in America, spoke tonight at the! 
Brooklyn Institute of Arts and Sciences oni 
the negro problem and its solution. The pres- 
ident of the Tuskegee negro college admitted | 


i the problem wasa grave one and one that was’ 


becoming more and more pressing every day. 
But he did not think it was hopeless. He 
believed the subject could be submitted to a’ 
sort of arbitration, just as any large problem’ 
involving different opinions was submitted. 
He th. ught that a body of fair minded whites 
and blacks could arrive at the beginning of 
the solution: Time would nave to aid both 
sides in doing the rest. 

The speaker pointed out the fact that while 
the original Americans, the Indians, had! 
died out before the advancing civilization of 
the Anglo-Saxon, the negro had on the con- 
trary increased and prospered. It was to be 
inferred that the negro was here to stay. It 
became @ problem therefore to find a way 
to improve him and lift him up. 

While the negro was a slave, the speaker, 
said, he was worked. Now that the negro: 
was free he worked for himself, and therein | 
lay all the difference between bondage and’ 
freedom. The rest of the way from freedom’ 
to independence the negro must work Bis 
own salvation as every other people had’ 
Time for Hasty Action Passed. ‘ 

The only path to independ@ernce for the 
negro, Mr, Washington said, lay im hard 
work, honesty of purpose, clean living, 
thrift. The way was clhéar and.all the negro 
had to do was to stick to the right road. } 

The speaker insisted that every 
home, every negro bank account, every n 
patient cured by a negro doctor, and every 
negro child taught by a negro teacher was 
more eloquent argument in the negro’s favor 
than the most finely woven line. of logic ont 
rhetoric. ; 

In closing his speech Mr. Washington saia’ 
if the whites would let judgment take the! 
Place of sentiment and passion in dealing 
with the negro a great step would be made 
toward the solution of the whole problem. 


The time for fire, sword, and the lyncher’s 


rope was past. and cool judgment should 
in their place. 
The negro educator did not directly 
to the statement of Secretary of War 
that the negro franchise had been a failure. — 


Negro Grows with White Man. 


In opening his speech Prof; Washi 
Said: ‘‘ During all the period that the ma- 
jority and dominant races were contending 
for the most complete and perfect freedom 
and independence there were living by their 
side two other races different in color and | 
different in history, the Indian and the ne~' 
gro. The red man refused in a large degree | 
to serve the white man, as a slave refused | 
as a general thing to assimilate the white 
man's civilization. The result is that be-/ 
cause of oppression or inability ‘to stand the 
contact with a stronger and more numer- 
ous race the Indien recedes and diminishes, 

‘‘ At any rate you have so far practiced ab- 
porption, colonization, or extermination that: 
the problem growing out of the presence and 
influence of the red man is small in com- 
parison with the scope and depth of yo 
other race problem. 


Problem in the Filipino. 


“ Our most recent experiment in the way of 
race accessions—the Filipino—I shall not on 
this occasion discuss, for the reason that we 
seem as yet to be quite undecided as to how 
and where he shall be classed—that is, wheth- 
er you will rate him as a black man or @ 
white man. If I were to consider the ques- 
tion purely from a selfish standpoint I should . 
urge that our new subjects be classed as ne- 
groes, but if I were to consider unselfishly 
the peace of mind of the Filipino himself I 
should hope that he be so classified that in ' 
addition to all his other trials he will not | 
struggle through all future generations cone | 
sidered and looked upon as a problem, in-. 
stead of a man.”’ 

Sees Hope in Other Examples.

DEATH ON GRADE CROSSING 
AT KENSINGTON AVENUE. 


Pullman Employe Run Down by Illinois 
Central Train—Unknown Man Proba-. 
bly Fatally Hurt by Trolley Car. 


A fatal accident occurred yesterday on 
the grade crossing of the Illinois Central 
tracks at Kensington avenue.

Venezuela and apparently proposes to re- 
tain possession of the Venezuelan gunboat 
Restaurador and other ships in spite of the 
protocol signed on Feb. 19. | 
Baron Speck von Sternburg, the German 
envoy, called on Minister Bowen today and 
demanded the immediate payment of $27,- 
500. Mr. Bowen refused the demand, point- 
ed out that the protocol specifically and in- 
tentidnally deferred thié payment for a pe- 


riod of thirty days, and that it was not due | 


until! March 15... Mr. Bowen also declared 
that he had no authority whatever in the 
premises, because his original powers were 
exhausted when the protocol was signed. 
He expressed surprise that the representa- 
tive of the German government should, after 
having signed the agreement, demand fur- 
There is a suspicion that the return of the 
Venezuelan gunboat Restaurador is in some 
way dependent upon the immediate payment 
of this preliminary sum of $27,500. The Res- 
taurador was seized by the German navy, and 
thus far it has not been returned, although 
the protocol specified that all captured ships 
should be returned to Venezuela at once. 
The Germans evaded the spirit if not the 
letter of the protocol by insisting that the 


Venezuelans should go to the islard of Trini- 


dad to get their captured ships. This was at 
first supposed only to be a bit of petty spite 


‘work on the part of the German naval com- 


mander, but It is now supposed the emperor 
has instructed him to hold on to the Restau- 
rador as security for the preliminary pay- 
ment tg Germany. The German minister’s 
demand today seems to bear out this view. 
He did not make the retutn of the gunboat 
conditional on the payment, but apparently 
left that to be inferred. . 

Minister Bowen has also been forced to 
complain of the dilatory action of Great 
Britain, and Sir Michael Herbert, the British 
ambassador, today cabled to his government 
Mr. Bowen's official protest against the fail- 
ure of the British authorities at Trinidad 
to turn over to Venezuela the vessels seized 
at the beginning of the blockade, as stipu- 
lated in the protocol. 

The extraordinary delay of the two great 
European powers to carry out their own sol- 
emn agreement has been communicated to 
the state department merely as a matter of 
information, as it is not likely that this coun- 
try will take any action in the matter. .

OHIO DIALECT. 

It was not to be expected that Ohio would 
sit calmly by and permit her neighbor state 
of Indiana to tread the primrose path of 
literature unnoticed or unenvied.

“ A Gentleman of France,” Harriet Ford's 
dramatization of Stanley Weyman’s romance 
of the same title, has ever found its chief 
recommendation to serious consideration in 
the appearance of Kyrie Bellew in the lead- 
ing réle of Gaston de Marsac. So capable 
an actor is Mr. Bellew, so complete is his 
command of the technic of his art. so mod- 
erate, yet effective, are his methods, and 
so generally attractive is his stage person- 
ality that while regret may be felt that one 
so competent should in this day of abundant 
incompetence choose to devote himself and 
his powers to work so unworthy of him and 
them, yet his presence at the head of a cast 
assures a performance in many ways en- 
joyable, even though the play be as weak 
as is this one in which he is appearing this 
week at McVicker’s. 

It is a drama of swords, mock chivalry, 
bluster, and low comedy, and only the atellar 
presence of Mr. Bellew makes it othet than 
a melodrama, ridiculous in its extravagance 
and improbability. Just how the 
who has not read the Weyman story man- 
ages to understand what all the fuse and 
fighting is about is a mystery. Possibly he 
doesn’t. Certainly last evening the crowd 
that filled McVicker’s to the last place both- 
ered itself but Httle about plot or proba- 
bility, but welcomed Mr. Beilew heartily 
and applauded his every thrust of sword or 
tongue with handclape. cheers, and whis- 
tling.

Rich Men Have Stocks at High Figures 
and Public Ie Out—Storms Retard

Immediate market conditions will probably 
unfavorably influenced by Saturday's 
‘bank statement, the figures showing a de- 
crease of $6,488,000 in the excesa reserve. The 
total excess is now down to $9,041,675. 

The increase in loans, nearly $14,000,000, 
-eontinues to reflect the Hquidation of foreign 
Obligations, and the transfer of such Indebt- 
edness to this side. These loans and the un- 

| movement of currency toward the 
West.and southwest make unfavorable for 
tHe time being the money situation, which 
has been materially easing. 

Market sentiment is practically unanimous 
in the belief that better prices may follow 
the adjournment of congress. Should the 
Aldrich bill pass that would constitute a 
factor of safety. It would mean that the sec- 

etary of the treasury would be legally able 
do that which, with questionable authority,

Situation of Coal Trade. 
Fortunately for the citizens of Chicago 
the cold weather ushering in the week just 
closed came when it did and not a month 


previous. As it was, coal prices reached the 


lowest point of the -winter at the close of 
the week preceding, when Illinois and Indi- 
ana mine run sold as cheaply as $2.25 per 
ton. This was about one-half the price at 
the period of greatest scarcity. Had the 
conditions prevailing in the fuel market 
been different the price of coal would prob- 
ably have reached a point almost prohib- 
itive to thé average congumer. As it was 
stocks had accumulated in the hands of 
dealers, purchasers for a week or ten days 
previous to the coming of the blizzard taking 
just as little as would meet immedjate re- 
quirements. In consequence the advent of 
low temperature found retailers well pre- 
pared to meet the suddenly increased de- 
mand. As an instance of the resources of 
local dealers it is stated that one western 
producer had on side tracks adjacent to the 
city and ready for immediate delivery 1,500 
cars of coal, and the total available stocks 
were largely in excess of current require- 
ments. Anthracite coal also had declined 


to a considerable extent, independent oper- 


ators being unable to obtain the premium 
over circular rates so readily paid for quite 
a longtime. At the close of the week ending 
Feb. 15 the output of the Independent mines 
was selling at just about the same rate the 


‘regular producers were receiving, $4 per 


ton at the mine, or $7 at Chicago, with occa- 
sional exceptions, where speculators’ coal 
brought $8 Prices were not materially ad- 
vanced by reason of the increased demand 
and renain at about the circular level of the 
close of the previous week. 

Relative to the outlook and the! one ab- 
sorbing problem in the coal] trade, that of 
transportation, Mr. Henry E. Weaver, presi- 
dent of the Weaver Coal company, said on 
Saturday: ‘‘ The immense growth of busi- 
ness throughout the coutnry has called for 
transportation facilities far beyond the 
ability of the roads to supply. We believe 
they are doing all in their power to relieve 
the congestion and move all freight as rapid- 
ly as possible, but they have a proposition 
with which they have never grappled before. 
‘Every line of business ig clamoring for at- 
tention at their hands, and they simply lack 
the motive power to handle the offerings 
made-by all sections: With a limit to the 
production of railway locomotives in the 
United States not greatly above the normal 
demand of the roads in ordinary times, it 
seems impossible for the present difficulties 
to be overcome until a lapse of several years.”’ 

In this connection it may bé stated that the 
railroads of the United States annually send 
to the scrap pile 4,500 engines, or about 
fifteen each working day. The combined 
output of the locomotive builders is about 
5.000 per annum. thus giving a yearly surplus 
of only about 500 of these now mu¢h needed 
machines. The serious question must un- 
doubtedly be presented, and that soon, as to 
whether foreign built locomotives profitably 
can be secured to meet the emergency. 


Cash Wheat in Strong Position. 

The closing price of wheat last Saturday 
did not find it materially changed from the 
quotations of a week ago. The May delivery 
was \%&c higher, at 77T%c, after selling as high 
early in the week as 78%%c, and later as low as 
76%c. Market influences during the period 
were not of a particularly disturbing charac- 
ter, so far as the bears were concerned and 
the bulls were enabled to make considerable 
capital, particularly out of the cash wheat 
situation, which is unusually strong at al!

Grinders in the northewestern markets are 
active competitors for éverything offered in 
the way of the higher grades, and the quanti- 
ty of this character of wheat coming on the 
market is not large.

Bradstreet, about the same 
quantity of wheat moved to European and 
continental markets during the week as dur- 
ing the previous period, but it is hardly ex- 
pected these conditions will continue.

In corn a general situation may safely be 
called stronger than a week ago. The May 
price is practically 1c higher, and during 
the week has advanced from 44%c to within 
a split of 46c. The close Saturday night was 
at 45%c. The feature of this market has 
been the accumulation of the July delivery 
by elevator interests which were recent fac- 
tors in the making of co 
prices on wheat. There was all through the 
week more or less selling of May against 
these July purchases. With strong people 
buying the July, the earlier shorts and the 
spreaders are showing more or less uneasi- 
ness. 

It is something of a question what influence 
the hog market is having on corn, but there 
are few in the trade who will admit that to 
a certain extent high priced hogs are not 
contributing something to the value of corn. 
It was admitted on all sides last year that 
there was a large profit in feeding 50c to G0c 
corn to stock. The price of live hogs was 
then no where near so high as at present. 
During the week live hogs were reported 
up to $7.50 for the best grades, which would 
make corn look cheap at present prices. Hog 
prices are now higher than for twenty'years 
past, with the exception of 1893, and the 
consumption of hog products means the 
feeding of a larger number of animals. There 
is still admitted to be enormous quantities 
of corn in elevators on the lines of all the 
corn carrying roads, but owing to the car 
scarcity it cannot come tomarket. It might, 
therefore, as well not have been grown, so 
far as its being an influence on prices is ton- 
cerned. There is admittedly a large short 
interest in the May delivery, and more or less 
sensational developments .are generally 
looked for. 

Larger Interest Out of Oats. 


Oats did not follow corn, closing Saturday 
almost ic lower than at the end of the pre- 
vious week. The high point last Saturday 
was fully lc lower than the outside figure 
reached the corresponding day a week pre- 
vious. The big bull interest was a seller al- 
most every day of the week, the surprising 
fact being the readiness with which these 
offerings were absorbed. It was construed 
as indicating one of two conditions: either 
a big short interest or a strong faith in’ futurs 
values. The entire western.country is.said 
to be full of oats, shipments of which are 
delayed for the same reason which is making 
corn arrivals light. 

Prices on all hog products, principally pork, 
show gains as compared with a week ago. 
May pork was up to $17.80 on Friday, as 
against the low point of $17.05 the previous 
week. Closing prices on Saturday were 
slightly over 50c better than at the end of 
the previous week. Lard values were little 
changed, while ribs advanced 10c to 12%. 
The strong point in the provistfon list is the 
small stocks and the light run of hogs. Hog 
prices reached the highest point of the sea- 
son during the week, and packers claim that 
every hog cut on a basis of present values 
shows a loss. The entire packing interest 
is, therefore, working toward lower prices of 
raw material and higher prices on product.

“ Second, the teachers have been frightened 
by the statement that their positions were 
not safeguarded in the bill. The bill gives 
the teacher a life tenure after three years’ 
successful probation. 

“Third, it has been urged that the bill does 
not recognize the teachers in the selection of 
text books; etc. The bill makes it mandatory 
upon the superintendent to get the opinions 
of the teachers on such matters. 

“The most persistent and illogical objec- 
tion is that the bill takes the control of the 
Chicago schools out of the hands of Chicago 
people and turns it over to the legislature. 
The opponents of the bill must Know, that 
wé can get no legislation for the schools @x- 
through the state legislature. When we 
wanted kindergartens we went to the legis- 

lature’ «When we wanted a parental school 
we went to the legislature. But does any one 
chim the state legislature runs our kinder- 
gafiens? Does the state legislature manage 
thé parental school? No more will the state 
legislature manage the Chicago schools.”’

MORE SICKNESS REPORTED. 


Health the Grip Is 
Practically Epidemic, but That the 
Disease Is Less Serious in Results. 


With a slight decrease in the death rate of 
the city last week, physicians report a gen- 
eral ingrease of sickness, according to the 
health department. The total deaths re- 
ported were 627, seven avowe than for the 
previous week. | 

“ Influenza, or the erin! is practically epi- 
demic,’ says the Weekly Bulletin, “* but the 
deaths from this malady are not so numerous 
as they were a year ago, when the number 
of cases was much fewer. The stormy 
weather and low temperature of the month, 
combined with the fuel famine, are mainly 

responsible for the unusual prevalence of 
sickness and the high death rate. 

“There is more than ever need for the ut- 
most caution ih guarding the young and 
chronic invalids against exposure—against 
neglecting a cold, no matter how trifling it 
may seem—and against excesses of any kind 
in living and in work. The system should be 
kept up to the highest pitch by proper food, 
exercise in the open air, and abundance of 
sleep in well ventilated bedrooms. 

“The lesson af neglected vaccination con- 
tinues to be illustrated in every new week's 
crop of smallpox cases. ‘Eight new victims 
were discovered and removed to the isola- 
tion hospital during the week-—six whites 
and two negroes—none of whom had ever 
been vaccinated. Of the four deaths one 
wads an infant 11 month old, and of course 
never vaccinated.”

“This is a matter of dollars cents 
with the railways,’’ one speaker said. “ If 
we can make it expensive for them to kill 
people they will elevate their tracks withqut 
further argument.” 


; Says the Railways Murder. 

Richard Powers, chairman of the meeting, 
minced no words in denouncing the grade 
crossings. 

** It is not enough to say that the railroads 
should be made to raise their tracks inside 
the city limits,’’ he said. ‘If I had my way 
they would all be indicted for murder. 

“ The railroads claim that under the terms 
of a contract with the city they are not com- 
pelled to raise their tracks until 1906. Dur- 
ing the last year over eighty people have 
been killed on .railroad crossings, but it is

CITY LAWYER IS ARRESTED. 


Dwight B. Carmichael, Assistant Prose- 
cutor, Charged with the Embez- 
zlement of $600. 


Dwight B. Carmichael, an assistant city | 
prosecutor, has been arrested on the charge 
of embezzling #600. The warrant, as sworn 
out before Justice Underwood by Albert Ku- 
del, 4726 South Marshfield avenue, alleges 
that Carmichael has retained $600 in excess 
of a stipulated fee ina damage case against 
the city. 

The controversy grows out of a damage 
suit instituted two years ago for the death 
of Mrs. Kudel as the result of a fall on a. 
defective sidewalk. The suit was filed by 
Carmichael before he entered the employ 
of the city, and later Kudel retained Attor- 
ney Thomas A. Coffey in the case, which 
was settled finally for $2,000. 

The judgment was discounted at 10 per 
cent, reducing the amount to $1,800. Of that 
sum the probate court allowed Attorney Cof- 
fey $450, and Kudel was given $692. Car- 
michael says he received no more than his 
stipulated fee, out of which he paid all the 
expenses of the suit, including the cost of 
expert testimony. He was released on a 
bond of $1,500, and the case will be heard 


next Friday.

Cooper Hewitt’s Invention Insures Ac- 
curacy and Rapid Transeaiosion to 


New Tork.

Mr. Hewitt modestly says he does not poke 
as a second Marconi,-and that he pretends to 
no such knowledge of wireless telegraphy as 

that possessed by the Italian investigator. 

** All that I have done,” said he, “ is to per- 
fect'a device by means of which messages 
can be sent rapidly and without the loss of 
current occasioned by the spark gap. In 
wireless telegraphy the trouble has been that 
it was difficult to keep the sending and the 


receiving instruments attuned. By the use. 


of my interrupter this is easily accomplished. 
“* When the spark gap system is employed 

there is constant waste, for electricity stored 

in condensers is made to pass between two 

balls of highly polished metal. The overheat- 

ing of these metal balls, their corrosion, the 

action of the air, and other causes interfere 

with the use of the current, and, as a result,- 
the instruments are often not in harmony. 


Hopes Marconi Will Use It. 
“The interrupter which I have invented 
has none of thege defects. What practical 
application of ft will be made I do not as yet 
know. I hope that Mr. Marconi will use it. 
I have been asked, if it is possible to send 


| currents of such intensity through the air, 


why it would not be practicable to transmit 
power in the same way, 

“Power must be sent exactly where it is 
wanted. While it.is true that by changing 
the number of oscillations it will be possible 
to insure greater secrecy in telegraphy, I do 
not regard secrecy as of prime importance 
Few persons will take the trouble to find out 
what is passing through the air, forit would 
not interest them. and besides, there is not in 
telegraphy any great demand for secrecy. 
Messages are intended for only one person, 
but the sender, as a general thing, does not 
care how many other persons may happen to 
read them. It is essential that wireless te- 
legraphy should have an accurate means of 
transmission.” 


Marconi Company Interested. 
At the office of the Marconi Wireless Tele- 
graph company it was said yesterday that 
the matter..seemed .to be of great impor- 


tance and-that a copy of the Electric Re- 


view in which the discovery was announced 
had been sent to the engineer of the com- 
pany, who-is now making experiments on 
Long Island. Mr. Marconi, who is in Eng- 
land, will be advised of the discovery. 

The interrupter invented by Mr. Hewitt is 
capable of developing 1,000,000 oscillations a 
second, and it may start such a disturbance 
in the atmosphere when applied for the 
purposes of wireless telegraphy that all 
other currents cpuld be* counteracted or de- 
stroyed. 


If it should be necessary to prevent other 


persons from reading a message in transit 
a complex cipher can be made by changing 
the oscillations in ‘accordance with a code 
arranged before sending the messages. It 
would, of course, be possible for the inter- 
lopers to attune their instruments with the 
oscillations of the sending instrument, but 
it would require at least an hour for the in- 
quisitive operators to get the right cadence, 
and by that time several changes could be 


made.

‘Mr. Marconi,” said he ‘‘ demofstrated 
that. under certain conditions electrical 
waves could carry'a great distance. What 
was needed was a perfect manner of creating 
those waves, and that the new mercury 
vapor interrupter of Mr.. Hewitt does ad- 
mirably. The invention is of such impor- 
tance that ft will place Mr. Hewitt in the 
front rank of scientists who have made a 
study of electricity.
